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Council reject £6million bid for offices 


WEYMOUTH’S harbourside council 
offices are likely to be sold at more 
than £1.5million less than the highest 
bidder. 

As outlined in last week’s View from 
Weymouth Dorset retirement home 
builders, McCarthy and Stone, had of¬ 


fered more than £6million for the 
North Quay site - but only on the con¬ 
dition that they achieved planning per¬ 
mission. 

The borough council Management 
Committee has formally decided not to 
take the offer as it failed to meet the ad¬ 


vertised requirements of being an un¬ 
conditional offer. 

Said committee chair Councillor Ian 
Bruce: “Weymouth & Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council Management Committee 
considered a report detailing the out¬ 
come of the marketing of the North 


Quay site for disposal. 

“The site had been marketed on the 
basis of informal tender, on an uncon¬ 
ditional basis, providing a guaranteed 
capital receipt from the sale. This is a 
key site in the town and attracted 
strong market interest, and I am 


pleased that the Committee agreed to 
proceed with the highest unconditional 
bid which was from Acorn South. 

“We will now be working with the 
successful bidder to progress the sale 
in anticipation of a high quality devel¬ 
opment on the site.”

has also echoed concerns. 

He said: “We battle constantly to 
stop hospital services leaking to the 
East. 

“Patients tell us they don’t want to 
travel 35 miles to Bournemouth for 
treatment... 

“One idea under discussion in the 
current review of clinical services is 
to admit stroke and heart attack pa¬ 
tients to Dorchester Hospital for only 
14 hours a day. Outside that period, 
at night, patients would be bounced 
along the A35 to Bournemouth in an 
ambulance. Our doctors say some 
patients may not survive the journey. 
As always the argument is really 
about saving money - but at what 
cost to patients’ lives?” 

Mr Hooper-Immins continued: “I 
watch with unease the move towards 
centralisation and how Weymouth 
has been largely taken over by West 
Dorset. West Dorset has since taken 
over North Dorset and now there’s 
talk of a super council including 
Bournemouth and Poole. Weymouth 
and Melcombe Regis seems already 
to have lost its identity in the first 
merger - has it been worth it to save 
a few shillings?” 

Councillor Taylor, leader of the Lib 
Dem group on Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Borough council, has won sup¬ 
port for her idea of a Weymouth 
Town Council, which she floated at 
last week’s borough council manage¬ 
ment committee meeting. 

Said Mayor of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Councillor Christine James: 
“Some of us are fighting to keep our 
identity, but we may have to resort to 
parishes.” 

Mrs Taylor told fellow borough 
councillors: “Any unitary authority 
would present a problem for Wey¬ 
mouth. 

“Weymouth is the only area in 
Dorset which is not parished and in 
the event of a unitary authority, 
where the borough council is re¬ 
moved, this could not only lead to all 
the decisions for us being made over 
the hill (in Dorchester), but could 


mean decisions being made for us in 
Bournemouth.” 

She cited Dorchester and Bridport 
as being good examples of where 
town councillors had benefitted the 
towns - although critics pointed out 
that it had also come at an additional 
cost with the town councils making 
their own, additional, charge on 
council taxpayers. 

Councillor Mike Byatt said the 
changes being discussed to Dorset’s 
councils were the biggest decision 
faced by the county for years. 

“These financial changes are not 
going to go away and we will need 
to take a long-term view,” he said, 
adding that the rural Dorset option 
for a unitary council also ought to be 
considered. 

Councillor Ray Nowak supported 
the idea and accused councils in the 
East of being “disrespectful” in sug¬ 
gesting a county-wide unitary coun¬ 
cil without even talking to other 
authorities. 

“If we want to retain anything 
about our locality at least keep west¬ 
ern Dorset, or we’ll be swallowed up 
by Bournemouth and Poole,” he said. 

There is also concern that the un¬ 
elected Dorset Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership is spending millions of 
pounds on the Bournemouth Spur 
Road and at Bournemouth Airport - 
both closer to the Hampshire border 
than to Weymouth, Dorchester and 
Bridport. 

The comments from Mr Hooper- 
Immins came at a meeting where Al¬ 
derman Andy Hutchings, a 
long-serving former borough coun¬ 
cillor, took over as Chief Ranger of 
the local Ancient Order of Foresters, 
a charitable group. 

“We live in a great borough, I have 
lived in Westham for 64 years,” said 
Mr Hutchings, “ we have elected a 
Mayor since the 1600s and Wey¬ 
mouth must not lose its unique iden¬ 
tity.” 

Mr Hutchings also serves as a Pa¬ 
tient Governor at the County Hospi¬ 
tal.

Council offer help to bring 
empty homes back into use 


WEST Dorset District Council and Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council are encouraging owners of 
empty homes to bring their properties back into use. 

The council say one of the most common reasons 
for homes remaining empty that is owners cannot 
raise the finance to carry out works to their property 
to rent it out again, or to sell it for a refurbished price. 

For owners looking to return a property to use, the 
councils can help in number of ways. Both councils 
have their own dedicated lettings team who can ad¬ 
vise and help with managing a property. Financial as¬ 
sistance is also available where properties are in need 
of essential repairs, in some instances the council can 
also help with VAT relief on improvement works. 

Councillor Kevin Brookes, Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council Housing Briefholder, said: “Hous¬ 
ing demand is high in the borough and the council is 
being proactive in bringing empty homes back to life. 
Our Empty Homes Scheme provides a good oppor¬ 
tunity for empty property owners to access funding 
for refurbishments and secure a regular rental in¬ 
come.” 

Councillor Tim Yarker, West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil’s Housing Portfolio Holder, said: “Empty homes 
can blight neighbourhoods and represent a real waste 


in terms of housing. We’re dedicated to returning 
empty homes to use and would encourage anyone 
dealing with an empty home to consider their options 
and get in touch with us if they require any advice or 
assistance." 

Since 2013 the district council has helped returned 
53 properties in to use in West Dorset and the bor¬ 
ough council has bought back 46 properties in to use 
in Weymouth & Portland . 

■ RESEARCH by the housing and homelessness 
charity Shelter has revealed that approximately 
19,000 renters were put at risk of eviction in the last 
year - equivalent to over 350 renters per week. 

The new analysis, which uses Ministry of Justice 
figures, showed that 1 in every 86 rented households 
in the South West have been put at risk of losing their 
home. 

The charity also identified the hotspots in the region 
where renters are most likely to face losing their 
home. 

Weymouth and Portland topped the list with as 
many as 1 in every 48 rented homes at risk of evic¬ 
tion, followed by Gloucester (1 in 51) and Torbay (1 
in 64).

Members of The Public First 
team (pictured) have worked 
hard to collect more than 6,000 
signatures.

WEST Dorset Liberals are urging 
people to sign up to their petition to 
help persuade the County Council 
to keep Dorset’s youth clubs open. 

The Lib-Dems say the Conserva¬ 
tive controlled County Council 
have announced cuts of nearly 50 
per cent to Youth Services in 
Dorset, with spending being re¬ 
duced from £2.2million to £1 mil¬ 
lion. Part of the savings will come 
from the closure of 22 council run 
youth clubs in the county. 


“We believe our Youth Clubs are 
a valuable asset giving our young 
people an opportunity to meet new 
friends and take part in organised 
volunteering projects in a safe en¬ 
vironment. Youth clubs can also 
offer a valuable opportunity for 
Youth Workers to do their work in 
an unconfrontational way and to 
identify potential problems among 
young people and deal with them 
promptly before they escalate,” 
said Councillor Andy Canning. 


The online petition has to be 
signed by December 12th. 

“By targeting such severe cuts on 
the youth services budget, the 
council is displaying an out-dated 
attitude towards young people 
who, because they are not repre¬ 
sented by a powerful lobby, too 
often have their views ignored.”

Both carriageways of the A354 were closed be¬ 
tween the Jurassic roundabout and the Dorch¬ 
ester football club roundabout to allow collision 
investigators to examine the scene. The road was 
re-opened at 4.50pm. 

Sergeant Dave Stroud of Dorset Police's Traffic 
Unit, said: "This was a very serious collision and I 
am appealing to anyone who witnessed the colli¬ 
sion or the manner of driving of either vehicle 
prior to the collision to contact me on 101. 

"I would also like to thank motorists for their pa¬ 
tience while the road closure was in place so that 
emergency services could deal with the incident."

Lifeboats launched

Weymouth's being sold off piece by piece 


What to buy?! 

WHAT to buy, what to buy! I’m just not 
sure what to get for Christmas presents 
this year. 

I thought about buying the wife a life¬ 
jacket for when global warming seas sub¬ 
merge Weymouth but she’d never wear it! 

And what do you buy for young adults 
in their 20 s? Daughter loves wildlife so a 
mousetrap and a decent piece of Stilton 
won’t win me any brownie points while 
son’s obsession with sport is unlikely to 
welcome getting a Manchester United 
jockstrap. 

There are just so many side factors to 
consider that getting an actual present is 
almost secondary. Keeping people happy 
seems to be what counts most. 

So, with that in mind, my wife will be 
getting an elasticated jumpsuit because 
she’s always saying that no clothes seem 
to fit her, my daughter will be getting a 
cuddly orca in a goalkeeper’s kit to help 
her Save the Whales and my son will be 
getting a framed photograph of a Formula 
One pit stop to remind him that it’s good 
to take a break from sport. 

Those ideas should suit all concerned. 
Just hope Santa remembers to bring me 
that constantly refilling glass of Margaux 
wine I asked for. 


SLOWLY and surely, bit by bit, key 
pieces of Weymouth are going under the 
hammer. 

The Guildhall has gone, the huge coun¬ 
cil offices are going and there are serious 
question marks hanging over the future of 
the swimming pool and other public facil¬ 
ities. 

All this has been lumped under the 
heading of “budget rationalisation” or, to 
put it another way, how the council can 
balance the books by selling the family 
silver. 

It is as serious as that since council cof¬ 
fers currently hold two groats, an old book 
of Greenshield stamps and a Howard 
Holdings voucher entitling the authority 


to buy one development and get one free. 

There really isn’t a lot of ready cash 
available, bills are still coming in and the 
council has to do something. The question 
is, should there be certain assets which 
should be retained for the good of the 
public rather than farmed out to commer¬ 
cial enterprise. 

It is a brutal fact of trading life that spe¬ 
cial offers don’t last and any deal which 
transfers an asset the council feels it can 
no longer afford to run to private control 
will inevitably have to justify its existence 
by making a profit. 

Put bluntly, to make that profit there 
have to be revenue charges higher than 
the overall cost of providing that facility. 


It will increasingly face us all with a 
choice. Just how important is that facility 
to my life? 

If the answer is that you really want it 
then you will have to pay the price asked. 
If it isn’t then you won’t. 

But such a simplistic interpretation 
misses out those vulnerable people who 
really need and want such facilities but 
can’t afford to pay the price asked to keep 
them going. 

The council must ensure that any deal it 
makes to divest itself of loss-making fa¬ 
cilities doesn’t come at an unacceptable 
social cost where those who most need 
these sites find themselves priced out of 
the market.

It is an inevitable fact of growing 
older that your body will develop 
warts, moles, cysts or other 
growths, often garnished with a 
few tasteful long hairs growing out 
of them. 

Don't worry about this. In fact, 
why don't you adapt your mole to 
the modern era, have some flower 
petals tattooed around it and a 
nice little hummingbird hovering 
nearby. 

Of course, making such a state¬ 
ment is a bit of a waste of time for 
all but the freest of flamboyant 
spirits if the aforementioned mole 
is on your posterior or the end of 
your nose. 

Generally speaking you'll just 
have to get on with it unless you 
are going to a masked ball in which 
case you can cover your mole or 
spot up with a little glittery star or 
similar in keeping with your cos¬ 
tume. 

The only other occasion when the 
year at least gives men a bit of a 
respite is Christmas....when they 
can cover their entire face up with 
a big white beard! 


Why is park and ride being under used in winter? 


A DAMNING report on Wey¬ 
mouth’s park and ride revealed 
that it had more buses using it 
to collect drivers than there 
were cars actually using the 
facility on 93 days during the 
winter period. 

The huge drain on resources 
means that the county council 
can’t continue to prop up the 


under-used site as it has in the 
past and so the facility has 
been closed for the winter. 

The irony of this situation 
won’t be lost on long-suffer¬ 
ing council tax payers at a 
time of year when shopping, 
particularly for Christmas, is 
enjoying one of its peak peri¬ 
ods of the year. 


On the one hand you have 
the Business Improvement 
District doing its best to in¬ 
crease shopper footfall in the 
town and on the other you 
have a park and ride scheme 
which just isn’t getting the use 
to make it viable. 

Could it possibly be - as this 
column has pointed out in the 


past - that the new Ridgeway 
relief road allows people to 
leave town to shop elsewhere 
even faster than it brings driv¬ 
ers in to enjoy Weymouth’s 
shopping experience. 

Perhaps all involved need to 
do a bit more joined up think¬ 
ing.

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Inheritance Claims on the Rise? 

There appears to have been in recent years a steady increase in claims under the Inheritance (Provision for 
Family and Dependants) Act 1975. This might in part be attributed to the fragmentation of families but also 
to the dramatic increase in property prices over the last few years. 

The matter was recently brought to public attention in the case of Hot v Mitson. In this case the deceased left the 
majority of her net estate to three charities having made no provision whatsoever for her adult daughter from whom she 
had been estranged for some 30 years. The deceased had been clear in her wishes to disinherit her daughter and had 
left a letter to her Executors to re-enforce her intention. 

Nevertheless the daughter succeeded on appeal and was awarded £164,000 from the deceased's estate. 

Whilst it is of course clear that a parent is under no obligation to leave anything to children under the terms of their Will, 
it is open for children to bring a claim under the provisions of the 1975 Act on grounds that the deceased failed to make 
reasonable provision for them. 

The right extends not just to children but also to surviving wife/husband, co-habitees, stepchildren or anyone having been 
maintained by the deceased. 

In determining such a claim, the Court will have regard to factors such as the respective resources of the claimant as well 
as the Will beneficiaries, the size and nature of the estate of the deceased and any other matter including conduct which 
the Court may regard as relevant. 

Whilst therefore it is always advisable to have a Will to distribute your estate as you so wish there is the possibility that 
your wishes may ultimately be overridden as happened in the Ilot case.

Second half double sees Magpies to victory

TWO second half goals, both headers, 
saw Dorchester Town overcome a 
dogged Kings Lynn and keep a clean 
sheet for the third successive match. 

The Magpies defence needed to be 
on top form, particularly in the first half 
when they faced a raging wind that 
made it difficult for both sides to play 
decent football. 

With the aid of one excellent save 
from Alan Walker-Harris the whole side 
battled well to restrict the Linnets, and 
then exploited the conditions in the 
second half with the elements behind 
them to score twice. 

However, but for a brilliant save from 
Walker-Harris just 64 seconds after the 
restart, it might have been a different 
story.

Holmes and Sayers both showed nice 
touches early on, whilst Jacek Zielonka 
showed some good footwork inside 
the Magpies box before he was 
crowded out. 

The first effort on goal however came 
midway through the half after Nathan 
Walker was penalised for a foul on the 
dangerous Liam Hurst 30 yards from 
goal. 

Hurst skilfully bent his low shot 
around the outside of the home wall, 
but Walker-Harris was equal to it, diving 
low to his right hand post to save at the 
second attempt. 

Kings Lynn claimed a penalty five 
minutes later for a foul by Chris Dillon 
on Lee Stevenson as they collided, 
whilst two minutes later it was the 
Magpies appealing for a spot-kick for a 
handball by Lee Smith following 
Walker's header from Davis'free-kick. 

Dorchester were looking forward to 
the break having comfortably seen off 
the Linnets when in added time 
Zielonka broke down the right and cut 
the ball back from the byeline to cap¬ 
tain Sam Gaughran running in. 


Fortunately he couldn't get full pur¬ 
chase on it, and his weak shot struck 
Matt Oldring and went to safety. 

Despite playing into the gale, Kings 
Lynn did in 64 seconds what Dorch¬ 
ester failed to do; get in a shot on goal. 
Hurst and Stevenson combined to put 
in halftime substitute Toby Hilliard, 
who took no time in lining up an an¬ 
gled drive from 10 yards that was 
hurtling for the top left corner. 

However not only did Walker-Harris 
brilliantly push his effort into the air, he 
scrambled the ball away as Walker and 
a Hurst both went for the rebound as it 
dropped. 

Sayers had Dorchester's first shot on 
goal on 53 minutes when Jake Smee- 
ton found him with a ball through the 
centre, but the Pompey loanees 25- 
yard low shot was well held by keeper 
Alex Street at full stretch. 

This seemed to fire the Magpies, and 
five later Gaughran was lucky not to 
put through his own goal as he headed 
Tarbuck's cross behind. 

Sayers had a great chance to put his 
side ahead when Dillon's long throw 
was missed by everyone, but he could¬ 


n't control the ball accelerated by the 
wind, and he put it over the top. 

But they finally got the breakthrough 
on 69 minutes. Nicholls played Tarbuck 
in down the right. He beat his marker 
before pinging in a cross from the by¬ 
line which was met by Ayunga with a 
downward header to beat Street. 

Tarbuck should have added a second 
just after when Smeeton neatly played 
him in, but he side-footed his right 
footed shot straight at Street. 

With Dorchester now controlling the 
game they made certain of the points 
nine minutes from the end. Another 
Dillon long throw was headed back to 
the defender. 

The ball appeared to hang on the 
wind as crossed to the far post, confus¬ 
ing Street momentarily, and Walker got 
above him to nod the ball home. 

With the wind picking up even more 
in the final minutes, Dorchester forced 
five successive corners in added time 
which the Linnets finally managed to 
scramble clear. 

The win moves Dorchester up to 
eighth in the Evo-stik South Premier 
League.

Other potential rivals include 
Benedictus, the likely mount of 
champion rider Will Biddick, who 
already notched up his first treble 
of the season last weekend, Join 
Together, returning after missing 
last season, but unbeaten in his six 
races the previous season, and 
Ballyallia Man, the winner of four 
chases when trained by Tom 
George. 

Man of Steel from Alan Hill’s 
yard and Premier Portrait, a first 
winner for Gus Levinson, come 
into calculations, but David 
Maxwell’s choice is preferred.
